GONE TO THE BANK.

The Ferryboat Gretna Greem Laid
Up On Account &f a Strike.

The ferryvbont Gretna Green is no* run-
ning to=day,

The craft is moored at the Ohio land-
ing, baving been laid np on sccount of
a strike by tle crew this morning.

Captiin Power was geen and says the
tronble is the resuit of the action of the
City Counncil of Mayeville. Last Thurs-
day night the Mayor and Marshal, on
motion of Conncilman Wood, were in-
structed to enforce the ordicance in rel-
erence to ronning the boat.

The ordinance requires the boat to
make her first trip at 4 a. m , and to do
this the families of the engineer and
other wembers of the crew would be
compelled to get up at 3 a. m. to have
breakfast in time for the boat to make
the first trip at the hour stated. This
they refuse to do, and as a result the
boat is withoua! a crew to-day.

Captain Power say that not over half a
dozen people ever crogs earlier than 0 or
half-past 6 o'clock in the morning, and
that these can be ferried by skiff. He is
willing to start the boat ot 6 a. m. and
run till 7 p. m., remaining at each land-
ing ten minates every trip, bat he says
there is no necessity at all for commenc-
ing at an earlier hour,

According to the Ciptain's sworn s'ate-
meunt the average receipts from his boat
were: In 1884, $12 47 aday ; 1885, $11.71
a day; 1880, $1026 a day, and in 1887,
$1096 a day. He claims ghe is barely
making expenses,
